SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The VCD entitled The Animation, also known as Optical disk entitled "THE 
ANIMATION"- disk reference number AVS-024 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication consists of one animated feature which includes a lengthy scene in 
which three young females are sexually violated and raped. The females are depicted 
as young school students who are bound and gagged, with much focus placed on their 
fear and vulnerability. The feature has no other purpose than to sexually arouse and 
entertain the viewer. The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes and promotes and supports the use of violence and 
coercion to compel females to submit to sexual conduct. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this 
publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is 
consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The 
classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects 
the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the availability of publications 
that promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes and 
the use of violence and coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 
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
